President's  Message 

Wrapping  Up  The  75th  Anniversary  Celebration 


Copiah-Lincoln  has  celebrated  its  75th 
Anniversary  this  year.  The  theme  for  the  year  was 
"Celebration  of  Learning,  Community  and 
Commitment."  What  a  wonderful  expression,  just  in  a 
short  title  of  the  theme,  of  what  Co-Lin  has  been  about 
for  the  past  seventy-five  years! 

The  college  was  founded  in  1928  as  an  extension 
of  Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural  High  School.  Along 
with  fourteen  other  public  two-year  colleges  which 
have  been  established  since  1921,  Co-Lin  Junior 
College  was  established  to  provide  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  people  in  rural  Mississippi  who  would  not 
have  otherwise  been  able  to  attend  college.  The  com- 
mitment to  provide  "learning"  for  our  rural  population 
was  a  very  strong  commitment  then,  and  it  still  is 
today.  The  college  provides  programs  for  academic 
students  who  transfer  on  to  the  university  to  complete 
a  four-year  degree,  as  well  as  one  and  two  year  career 
and  technical  programs  which  equip  students  with 
skills  for  a  livelihood.  Completers  of  all  those  educa- 
tional tracks  have  a  wonderful  record  of  success! 

The  college  celebrates  "community"  because  it  is 
a  big  part  of  the  various  communities  within  the  col- 
lege district.  The  college  touches  community  through 
the  various  programs  in  the  Community  Services 
Division  of  the  college,  such  as  the  Upward  Bound 
Program  for  high  school  disadvantaged  students;  the 
Senior  Aides  Program  for  older  adults  who  want  to  be 
active  in  the  workplace;  the  Adult  Education  Program, 
which  provides  a  second  chance  for  those  who  were 
not  able  to  get  a  high  school  diploma;  special  pro- 
grams of  particular  interest,  such  as  photography, 
genealogy,  etc.;  and  the  Institute  for  Learning  in 
Retirement,  a  very  popular  program  which  provides  an 
educational  setting  for  retired  adults  who  want  to  join 
together  to  enjoy  learning  new  things,  travel,  etc. 

In  addition  to  particular  programs  directed  toward 
community,  the  college  also  offers  many  opportunities 
in  the  cultural  arts  through  the  Community  Arts  Series 
at  the  Wesson  Campus  and  the  Natchez  Literary  and 


Cinema  Celebration  (NLCC)  at  the  Natchez  Campus. 
These  programs  bring  outstanding  performing  artists 
from  all  over  the  country  to  the  college  community 
throughout  the  year. 

Finally  the  word  "commitment",  which  is  included 
as  a  part  of  the  theme  title,  is  a  very  appropriate 
expression  of  the  continuing  effort  by  the  college  to 
provide  the  very  best  opportunities  for  its  students. 
The  college  made  a  commitment  in  its  first  year  of 
operation  that  it  would  provide  those  opportunities  for 
higher  education.  The  college  has  not  only  kept  the 
original  commitment  through  the  years,  but  has  reaf- 
firmed that  commitment  and  has  been  proactive  in 
moving  forward  through  the  changes  which  have  come 
with  the  passage  of  time.  The  growth  of  enrollment  is 
one  measure  of  how  well  the  college  has  kept  its  com- 
mitment, growth  and  enhancement  of  programs  is 
another,  and  yet  another  is  the  development  of  the 
Natchez  Campus  in  1972  to  better  serve  the  people  of 
Adams  County  and  the  surrounding  area.  And  most 
recently  the  college  has  a  new  commitment  to  growth 
through  the  establishment  of  a  center  in  Simpson 
County.  The  Simpson  County  Center  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  the  summer  of  2005,  with  grand  open- 
ing of  the  new  facility  in  August  of  that  year.   It  will 
provide  a  full  academic  program  and  several  career 
and  technical  programs  for  the  people  of  Simpson 
County  and  the  surrounding  area. 

Yes,  "Celebration  of  Learning,  Community  and 
Commitment"  is  certainly  a  great  way  to  describe  what 
Co-Lin  has  been  and  is "The  Place  To  Be." 
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Foundation  Receives  $1  Million  In  Endowed  Scholarships

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  Foundation  is 
the  recipient  of  a  million  dollar  endowed  student  scholar- 
ship fund  from  the  estate  of  Fred  Taylor  of  Oxford.  The 
college  will  also  receive  additional  monies  for  several  pri- 
ority programs,  Dr.  Howell  Garner,  president  of  the  col- 
lege, said. 

Taylor  is  a  native  of  Gallman  in  Copiah  County  and 
a  1926  graduate  of  Co-Lin.  He  retired  as  an  insurance 
agent  in  1958  and  operated  a  600-acre  registered  cattle 
farm  at  Oxford. 

Prior  to  his  death  earlier  this  year,  Taylor  and  his 
wife  Jewett  gave  Copiah-Lincoln  Foundation  two  of  the 
largest  gifts  it  has  received.  That  money  was  used  to  com- 
plete the  Fred  and  Jewett  Taylor  Chapel  in  1998  and  to 
enhance  the  technology  at  the  Billy  B.  Thames 
Conference  Center  in  2000. 

The  college  is  overwhelmed  by  the  generosity  of  the 
Taylors  in  this  last  gift  of  a  million  dollars,  Dr.  Garner 
said. 

"It's  certainly  a  high-water  mark  in  the  history  of 
alumni  support  and  is  so  appropriate  to  come  during  the 
75th  anniversary  of  the  college,"  he  added. 

The  gift  will  open  the  door  for  students  who  are 
capable  of  college  work  but  would  not  otherwise  be  able 
to  attend  because  of  various  financial  constraints,  he 
explained. 

Details  of  the  use  of  the  scholarship  fund  are  not 
complete,  but  it  will  involve  several  $5,000  scholarships 
renewable  for  a  second  year  for  students  who  show  a  need 
and  capability  for  college  work,  Dr.  Garner  said.  The 
funds  will  be  maintained  and  distributed  through  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Foundation. 

While  a  student  at  Co-Lin,  Taylor  lettered  in  foot- 
ball, basketball,  and  baseball.  He  is  a  member  of  the  col- 
lege's Athletic  Hall  of  Fame,  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame 
and  was  named  a  Distinguished  Alumni  Leader  posthu- 
mously at  Co-Lin's  75th  anniversary  celebration  during 
homecoming  activities  this  year. 

He  attended  Mississippi  State  University  in  1927  and 
transferred  to  Transylvania  University  in  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  where  he  received  a  B.A.  in  economics  in 
1 93 1 .  While  there,  he  lettered  in  football  and  basketball. 
For  three  years  following  college  graduation  (1931-1934), 
he  was  a  high  school  principal  and  football  and  basketball 
coach  in  Providence,  Kentucky. 

Mr.  Taylor,  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  was 
inducted  into  the  Mississippi  Agriculture  and  Forestry 
Museum  hall  of  Fame  in  October  1984.  He  has  been  the 


recipient  of  numer- 
ous agricultural, 
soil  and  conserva- 
tion awards  over 
the  years.  He  was 
selected  Citizen  of 
the  Year  for  the 
Oxford-Lafayette 
Chamber  of 
Commerce. 
In  1998,  Mr.  Taylor 
and  his  wife, 
Jewett,  were  induct- 
ed into  Copiah- 
Lincoln's 

Foundation  Hall  of  Fame.  Mr.  Taylor  was  selected 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's  Alumnus  of  the 
Year  in  2000. 

Mr.  Taylor's  other  accomplishments  included  com- 
missioner for  the  Lafayette  County  Soil  and  Water 
Conservation  for  19  years,  Director  of  the  State  SWCD 
Commissioners  for  12  years,  past  president  of  the 
Mississippi  Cattleman's  Association,  director  of  the 
Oxford-Lafayette  County  Chamber  of  Commerce,  mem- 
ber of  the  state  board  of  directors  for  the  Mississippi 
Affiliate  American  Heart  Association  and  a  member  of  the 
Transylvania  University  alumni  board. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  First 
National  Bank  in  Oxford  and  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Mississippi  Cattleman's  Association. 

Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  has  approxi- 
mately 100  endowed  scholarships.  The  college  is  one  of 
15  Mississippi  community  and  junior  colleges.  Its  district 
includes  Adams,  Copiah,  Franklin,  Jefferson,  Lawrence, 
Lincoln  and  Simpson  counties.  Co-Lin  also  has  a  facility 
in  Magee  and  is  in  the  preliminary  stages  of  building  a 
new  center  there.

October  26,  1891  was  like  any  other  day  in  Copiah  County 
in  the  early  1890's.  Farmers  tended  to  their  land  and  cattle, 
while  smiling  merchants  greeted  customers  that  came  to  town  in 
horse  drawn  buggies  for  their  weekly  shopping.

Since  then,  the  customer  base  has  broadened  to 
include  southern  Hinds  County  with  two  full-service  offices  at 
Terry  and  Byram.

Miss  Ainsworth,  who  passed  away  in  June  2002,  was  hon- 
ored in  1985  by  being  named  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  Alumnus  of  the  Year.  She  also  received  the  State  of 
Mississippi  Outstanding  Community  Service  Award  in  1 994  and 
the  Mary  Bell  Spirit  Award  from  Magee  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  1995. 

She  held  various  secretarial  and  bookkeeping  jobs  with  busi- 
nesses around  the  state  and  in  the  Simpson  County  area.  She 
also  operated  a  skating  rink  for  41  years. 

Miss  Ainsworth  is  credited  with  having  introduced  technolo- 
gy to  Simpson  County  schools  by  purchasing  computers  for  all 
third  grade  classrooms,  both  public  and  private.  She  was  also 
active  at  Goodwater  Baptist  Church  where  she  taught  Sunday 
School  and  served  as  treasurer.

Dr.  Howell  Garner,  a  native  of 
Eupora,  has  been  president  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  since 
1997.  He  has  been  with  Co-Lin  since 
1 974,  having  served  as  an  instructor, 
assistant  dean  of  the  Natchez  Campus, 
dean  of  the  Natchez  Campus  and  dean 
of  the  college. 

He  received  his  doctorate  and  mas- 
ter's degree  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi  in  educational  administration.  Dr.  Garner  is 
also  a  graduate  of  Mississippi  State  University  and  Eupora  High 
School.  He  has  taught  for  both  Mississippi  State  and  Southern 
Miss  on  the  doctorate  level. 

Dr.  Garner  has  been  named  to  Who's  Who  in  American 
Education.  He  is  also  a  past  Lions  Club  district  governor  and  a 
Lions  International  Melvin  Jones  Fellow. 

Mrs.  Garner  is  a  native  of  Port  Gibson  and  graduate  of  Port 
Gibson  High  School.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  and  received  her  bachelor's  and  master's 
degrees  in  elementary  education  from  Mississippi  College. 
She  has  been  employed  by  the  Copiah  County  School 
System  for  several  years  and  is  currently  teaching  third  grade  at 
Wesson  Attendance  Center.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gamer  have  two  sons, 
Brad  of  Washington,  D.  C.  and  Justin  of  Wesson.

Co-Lin  breaks  ground  in  new  instructional  technology  building

Attending  ground  breaking  ceremonies  for  Co-Lin's  new  instructional  technology'  building  were  from 
left,  Darryl  Jordan,  Co-Lin  physical  plant  supervisor;  Larry  Singleton,  architect;  Carl  Nobles,  architect;

After  several  years  of  planning,  construction  has  begun  for 
the  newest  addition  to  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's 
Wesson  Campus. 

In  a  response  to  increased  enrollment  and  new  technology, 
the  Instructional  Technology  Building  is  being  placed  on  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  campus  to  add  new  classrooms  and  house 
new  teaching  tools,  and  will  be  completed  in  time  for  the  fall 
2004  semester. 

The  process  of  getting  a  new  building  began  around  four 
years  ago. 

"It  all  goes  back  to  planning,"  said  Dr.  Paul  Johnson,  the 
Dean  of  the  College.  Johnson  said  that  the  need  for  new  class- 
rooms and  new  computer  labs  was  realized  and  discussed  in 
meetings  with  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Because  legislation  restricted  construction  until  after  all 
money  has  been  raised,  plans  began  with  preparing  financially 
for  the  project.  The  Board  bought  state  bonds,  which,  until  sold 
recently,  increased  in  interest  to  help  pay  off  the  $3.1  million 
price  tag  on  the  building. 

The  building  itself  was  created  with  the  mindset  that  it 
would  be  an  attractive  new  sight  on  the  campus  for  both  visitors 
and  students. 

"It  will  be  the  first  thing  people  see  when  they  come  over 
the  main  bridge  onto  the  campus,"  Johnson  said,  adding  that  the 
building  will  have  a  modern  look  while  still  looking  in  place 
with  its  surroundings. 

The  two-story  building  will  have  28,400  square  feet,  and 
will  house  seven  class  rooms,  six  computer  labs,  an  instructional 
training  lab,  a  conference  room,  a  faculty  resource  room  and  a 
faculty  lounge. 

The  building  will  also  have  18  new  faculty  offices,  which 
will  allow  classrooms  to  be  able  to  be  rotated  among  teachers 
because  each  teacher  will  have  a  separate  office  that  does  not 
have  to  be  accessible  from  their  classroom,  unlike  many  adjoin- 
ing classrooms  and  offices  in  Smith  Hall. 


Of  the  six  computer  labs,  four  will  be  separated  by  a  parti- 
tion, which  can  then  be  removed  to  join  the  four  labs  together  to 
allow  one  instructor  to  lecture  to  one  large  lab. 

The  building  will  have  all  the  latest  technology,  according  to 
Johnson.  It  will  house  top-of-the-line  computers,  overhead  pro- 
jectors, and  large  mounted  TV  sets.  Johnson  said  that  adding 
wireless  capabilities  to  the  rooms  is  a  possibility  that  will  be 
explored  later. 

The  building  will  have  two  main  entrances-one  from  the 
front  facing  the  commuters'  parking  lot,  and  one  from  the  oppo- 
site side  to  accommodate  those  walking  to  classes. 

Johnson  said  almost  all  students  will  have  classes  in  the  new 
building.  Most  general  math  and  social  science  classes  will  be 
housed  there,  as  well  as  psychology  and  several  computer  cours- 
es. 

A  concern  that  arises  from  students  is  how  the  project  will 
affect  parking.  According  to  Johnson,  only  a  few  parking  spots 
have  been  demolished  to  make  room  for  the  building,  while  sev- 
eral others  are  only  temporarily  closed  during  the  construction. 

"We  spoil  the  students  somewhat  by  allowing  them  to  park 
by  their  classes.  At  senior  colleges,  students  have  to  park  10 
minutes  away  from  their  classes,"  Johnson  said. 

"We  know  there  is  a  need,  however,  and  are  looking  at 
adding  more  parking  to  the  campus,"  Johnson  said,  adding  that 
the  field  in  front  of  Lawrence  and  Lincoln  dorms  is  being  con- 
sidered for  conversion  into  a  parking  lot. 

The  Instructional  Technology  Building  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  August  2004,  and  will  be  the  first  instructional 
building  added  since  the  Stribling  Nursing  Building,  which  gen- 
erally only  houses  classes  for  students  in  the  medical  field. 

"We  are  excited  about  it  being  the  first  new  instructional 
building  in  a  long  time  that  will  be  available  for  all  students." 
Dr.  Johnson  said.

Head  football  coach  David  Poinsett  resigns

After  two  years  at  the  helm  of 
the  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  football  team,  head  coach 
David  Poinsett  has  stepped  down 
citing  personal  reasons  as  the  main 
issue. 

"It  was  a  matter  in  which  I  felt 
like  it  was  my  time  to  leave,"  said 
Poinsett.  "I've  shared  a  lot  of  feel- 
ings over  the  years  here,  from  joy  to 
disappoint." 

Poinsett's  resignation  is  the  third  in  four  years  at  Co-Lin. 
The  Wolves  finished  the  season  2-7  and  last  year  went  3-6. 
Overwhelming  issues,  plus  Co-Lin's  poor  district  talent  pool 
were  some  of  the  factors  that  disabled  Poinsett  and  kept  Co-Lin 
from  having  a  winning  season. 

Poinsett  replaced  Dave  Cross  who  resigned  prior  to  the 
2002  season  to  enter  private  business.  Poinsett  had  served  as 
offensive  line  coach  under  Cross  for  one  year.  Cross  replaced 
Phil  Broome  who  served  six  years  as  head  coach. 

"We,  as  a  team  and  staff,  gave  it  our  best  shot,"  added 
Poinsett.  "We  played  good,  fundamentally  sound  football  at 
times  during  the  past  two  seasons.  We  played  with  what  we 
were  dealt,  and  then  we  sorted  out  the  good  apples  from  the 
bad." 

During  Poinsett's  two  years  at  Co-Lin,  he  helped  the 
Wolves  become  a  program  on  the  rise.  Under  his  direction  the 
Wolves  became  the  number  one  community  college  in 
Mississippi  to  have  players  graduate  early. 

"I  will  continue  to  work  for  this  institution,  until  my  con-

tract  is  up  in  June,"  continue  Poinsett.  "From  now  to  then,  my 
concentration  will  be  on  my  family  and  on  helping  my  16 
sophomore  players  out  the  best  I  can." 

Six  of  Co-Lin's  16  sophomores  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  sign  Division  One  scholarships  during  the  next  few  months. 
Others  could  sign  Division  Two  or  Three  pacts. 

"These  16  sophomores  have  been  with  me  through  thick 
and  thin,"  added  Poinsett.  "I  owe  it  to  them  to  make  sure  they 
go  on  to  do  well." 

Co-Lin  sophomores  Tim  Dobbins,  Dusty  Shack,  and 
James  Dampeer  will  be  participating  in  the  upcoming 
Mississippi  Community/Junior  College  All-Star  Game  at 
Northeast  Mississippi  Community  College  in  Bonneville, 
Miss.,  in  early  December.  Dampeer  and  sophomore  defensive 
back  Howard  Overby  were  the  lone  Co-Lin  players  to  make 
first  team  MACJC  All-State  this  season. 

"I'm  proud  of  the  players  that  stayed  with  me,  and  the 
students  I  have  taught,"  said  Poinsett.  "I've  made  some  really 
good  friends  here  over  the  years." 

A  native  of  South  Carolina,  Poinsett  will  oversee  the 
Wolves'  football  duties  until  June  1,  as  well  as  teach  World 
Civilization  at  the  college. 

"I  wish  for  the  best  with  this  program,"  added  Poinsett.

The  Natchez  campus  began  its  32nd  school  year  with  an 
explosion  of  enrollment.  Fall  2003  attracted  975  full-  and  part- 
time  students,  eclipsing  the  previous  record  of  814  set  in  the  fall 
of  2002.  The  increase  was  23  percent,  one  of  the  largest  increas- 
es in  the  campus'  history.  Notable  was  the  jump  in  full-time  stu- 
dents to  a  record  high  695  Mississippi  students,  which  is  near  70 
percent  of  the  total  enrollment. 

"We  are  pleased  to  see  that  so  many  in  our  community  have 
placed  an  emphasis  on  education,  and  we  look  forward  to  a  good 
year,"  said  Dr.  Ronnie  Nettles,  Natchez  campus  dean.  "We 
believe  several  factors  contributed  to  our  enrollment  this  semes- 
ter," Nettles  said.  "We  have  high  quality  instructional  programs; 
the  cost  of  attending  Co-Lin  is  low  compared  to  other  colleges 
and  universities;  several  local  industries  have  closed  leaving 
workers  seeking  to  retrain;  and  we  have  placed  greater  emphasis 
on  our  dual  enrollment  program." 

On  a  sad  note,  the  campus  lost  one  of  its  staunchest  support- 
ers. Troy  Watkins,  of  Natchez,  died  on  Sept.  12.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Co-Lin  Board  of  Trustees  and  had  served  as  a  state 
senator  and  Natchez  mayor.  Mr.  Watkins  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  individuals  instrumental  in  the  passage  of  state  legislation 
establishing  the  Co-Lin  campus  in  Natchez.  In  1999,  the 
Redd/Watkins  Career  and  Technical  Education  Center  was 
named  in  his  honor.
